Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  —  recently 
accredited  by  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools  and  nation- 
ally accredited  by  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  Bible  Colleges! 

We  thrill  to  see  these  words  in  print,  but 
what  does  it  really  mean  or  represent? 

What  are  the  benefits  of  accreditation? 
First,  successfully  passing  the  accredita- 
tion examination  process  means  that  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College  has  met  the  highly 
refined  criteria  for  academic  quality  as 
established  by  the  North  Central  Associa- 
tion nf  Colleges  and  Schools. 

This  assures  the  educational  commun- 
ity, general  public,  and  other  business, 
educational  and  community  organizations 
that  FWBC  is  creditable  by  other  reput- 
able colleges  and  universities  and  worthy  of 
trust  in  its  academic  programs. 

Second,  accreditation  will  make  under- 
graduate work  at  Fort  Wayne  Bible  Col- 
lege acceptable  to  graduate  schools  and 
seminaries,  and  credits  from  our  programs 
will  be  transferable  to  other  colleges.  This 
protects  the  investment  of  our  students. 

Third,  accreditation  will  make  founda- 
tion money  more  available  to  us.  Many 
donors  will  not  consider  proposals  for 
grants  from  unaccredited  colleges.  While 
our  accreditation  has  been  official  for  only

five  months,  we  have  already  seen  the 
benefit  in  our  fall  enrollment,  financial 
support,  and  community  interest. 

Regional  accreditation  has  been  long  in 
coming.  There  were  many  factors  that 
contributed  to  this  success.  Certainly  the 
most  significant  of  these  are  God's  timing 
and  enablement,  and  our  achievement  is

Thirteen  Year-Old 
Attends  FWBC

Reading,  writing,  arithmetic  and  .  .  . 
Greek?  "I'm  looking  forward  to  it,"  said  13 
year-old  Daniel  Lewis  when  asked  how  he 
felt  about  studying  Ancient  Greek  in  college. 

Daniel  is  currently  enrolled  in  and  doing 
well  in  a  four-hour  Ancient  Greek  class  at 
Fort  Wayne  Bible  College.  He  does  the 
same  class  assignments  and  homework  as 
his  older  classmates,  and  is  taking  the 
course  for  full  college  credit. 

By  the  end  of  the  semester  he  and  other 
students  in  the  class  should  master  a  400- 
word  vocabulary  and  by  the  end  of  the 
year  be  able  to  read  the  entire  Book  of  John 
in  Greek. 

Daniel  became  interested  in  Ancient 
Greek  through  his  "home  school"  classes 
where  his  mother,  Mrs.  Brenda  Lewis,  has 
been  teaching  Daniel  and  younger  brother 
Matt  junior  high  and  high  school  subjects 
for  the  past  two  years. 

In  an  interview  with  the  Huntington 
Herald  Press,  Mrs.  Lewis  explained  that 
she  and  Daniel's  father,  Mr.  Ward  Lewis 
first  tried,  unsuccessfully,  to  get  Daniel  a 
tutor  in  Ancient  Greek.  Next  they  ap- 
proached FWBC  about  the  possibilities  of 
Daniel  enrolling  in  the  Ancient  Greek 
course  here  at  the  College.  "'Applying  was 
quite  a  process,'  Mrs.  Lewis  recalled,  prais- 
ing the  'open  minded'  attitude  of  the  col- 
lege and  its  academic  committee.  'It  was

Education  tor  Growth: 
New  Institute  Formed

Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  has  developed 
a  new  program  known  as  the  Institute  of 
Biblical  Studies.  As  a  noncredit  program, 
the  Institute  replaces  the  A.C.T.S.  classes 
which  were  started  in  the  Fall  of  1 962  in  an 
effort  to  offer  Bible  study  for  individuals 
who  were  not  interested  in  earning  college 
credit,  but  who  wanted  the  chance  to  study 
with  college  faculty. 

The  Institute,  coordinated  by  Doug  Bar- 
calow, Director  of  Continuing  Education, 
continues  to  offer  noncredit  courses.  How- 
ever, the  program  has  been  made  stronger 
with  an  increased  number  of  classes,  a  def- 
inite schedule  of  course  offerings,  and  a 
program  of  study  leading  to  a  Certificate 
of  Biblical  Studies. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  Institute  will 
provide  individuals  in  the  greater  Fort 
Wayne  area  with  increased  opportunities 
to  study  the  Scripture  with  other  adults 
under  the  leadership  of  college  faculty. 
Such  a  program  not  only  introduces  the 
community  to  our  faculty,  but  also  serves 
local  churches  by  providing  them  with 
well-trained  individuals,  capable  of  serv- 
ing within  their  own  congregation. 

Just  as  our  year  theme  and  our  year 
verse  indicate,  this  is  a  year  of  growth. 
However,  the  Christian  life  is  to  be  a  life  of 
continued  growth  and  development  in  the 
Lord.  As  such,  the  Institute  of  Biblical 
Studies  and  the  entire  Continuing  Educa- 
tion program  have  adopted  the  theme 
"Education  for  Growth". 


How  Does 
Athletics  Help  A 
Person  Grow  In 
Christ?

"Your  athletes  are  out  there  two  hours  a 
day,  five  or  six  days  a  week,  so  that  they 
can  beat  the  other  team  and  make  a  name 
for  themselves."  This  is  the  view  held  by 
many,  and,  unfortunately  in  many  in- 
stances, athletics  can  and  does  foster 
situations  which  can  become  ego  trips  of 
athletes.  However,  in  few  areas  of  life  are 
these  trips  so  short-lived  as  in  athletics. 

A  college  student  must  face  certain  daily 
frustrations  and  pressures  —  studies, 
friends,  work,  finances,  etc.  The  student- 
athlete  must  also  cope  with  the  additional 
demands  placed  upon  her  from  coaches,

teammates,  fans  and  self.  Athletics  is  the 
arena  in  which  the  student  will  be  tested, 
revealing  her  physical  and  mental 
strengths,  weaknesses  and  stamina  very 
quickly.  The  time  that  is  spent  with  team- 
mates and  the  competitive  situations  strip 
away  the  facades  and  cause  the  athlete  to 
look  at  her  imperfect  self.  It  is  at  this  point 
that  athletics  in  a  Christian  college  differs 
in  that  we  are  encouraging  growth  to  take 
place  individually  and  as  members  of  the 
Body  of  Christ. 

As  a  coach  and  participant  in  athletics, 
what  do  I  emphasize?  Commitment.  One 
commitment  is  to  teammates.  We  cultivate 
and  emphasize  the  importance  of  a  caring 
community  here  at  the  College  and  this 
may  be  seen  in  the  support  of  one  another 
on  the  court  and  off  the  court.  There  is 
learning  that  needs  to  take  place  from 
each  other,  a  challenge  to  grow,  and  a  real- 
ization that  each  person's  actions  affect 
teammates  as  well  as  oneself.

A  second  commitment  is  to  physical  dis- 
cipline. The  apostle  Paul  spoke  of  the  ath- 
lete who  must  punish  his  body  through 
training,  "training  it  to  do  what  it  should, 
not  what  it  wants  to."  (Living  Bible)  The 
perseverance  needed  to  practice  hours  a 
week,  some  of  which  can  be  tedious,  helps 
to  teach  endurance  and  directs  the  player 
again  and  again  to  the  real  Source  of 
strength. 


Thirdly,  there  is  the  commitment  to 
mental  discipline.  I  do  not  know  how 
many  games  have  been  won  or  lost  because 
of  performance  in  this  one  area.  There  is  a 
need  to  develop  mental  toughness  and 
alertness,  and  train  the  mind  to  convince

the  body  to  give  that  one  last  ounce  of 
effort  that  seems  physically  impossible. 

A  commitment  to  the  stewardship  of 
abilities  is  another  area  that  is  addressed 
in  Christian  athletics.  We  are  stewards  of 
what  God  has  given  to  us  and  we  are 
responsible  to  make  the  best  use  of  them. 

A  fifth  facet  of  commitment  in  athletics 
is  that  of  striving  for  excellence.  As  an 
athlete,  am  I  giving  it  my  best,  in  practice 
or  in  a  game?  Some  victories  ring  hollow 
because  an  athlete  knows  she  has  not 
given  her  best  in  that  performance  and, 
conversely,  a  defeat  in  the  scorebook  may 
be  victorious  because  the  best  possible  has 
been  done.  Competition  demands  the  best. 
Christ  demands  our  best. 

Ultimately,  we  are  seeking  a  commit- 
ment to  Jesus  Christ,  to  a  growing  per- 
sonal relationship  with  Him  and  to  bring- 
ing honor  to  Him  through  athletics. 


Women's  Athletics  at  FWBC 

The  women's  program  has  been  build- 
ing over  the  years  and  in  the  past  year  has 
achieved  some  landmarks.  This  years 
outlook: 

Volleyball  —  We  are  a  young  and  inex- 
perienced team  (no  one  has  played  at 
FWBC  and  only  one  player  has  any  high 
school  experience)  so  this  is  that  infamous 
"rebuilding"  year.  Most  of  last  year's  team 
graduated.  The  eight  young  ladies  that 
make  up  this  year's  team  have  already 
proven  eager  to  learn  and  willing  to  work. 
With  the  improvements  evidenced  thus  far 


and  seeing  the  potential,  I  anticipate  a 
good  building  year  and  look  forward  to 
future  seasons  with  this  group.  Our  record 
is  2-18. 

Basketball  —  With  five  returning  letter 
winners,  this  year  looks  very  promising. 
We  open  our  season  at  home  on  November 
23,  versus  Cincinnati  BibleCollege.  "Home" 
games  this  year  are  at  Woodside  Middle 
School  in  Fort  Wayne.

The  1985-86  academic  year  is  a  year  that 
promises  to  be  exciting  and  dynamic.

Third,  we  have  a  very  active  and  unusu- 
ally qualified  student  body.  Twenty-five 
percent  of  our  students  are  married.  That 
brings  a  significant  level  of  commitment 
and  maturity  to  campus.  Furthermore, 
thirty-six  percent  of  our  new  students  this 
year  are  transfer  students.  So  increasingly 
we  are  being  viewed  as  a  good  option  for 
those  interested  in  quality  professional 
training. 

Fourth,  because  of  the  commitment  of 
our  Board  of  Governors,  within  three  and 
one  half  years  we  will  have  eliminated  our 
$1  million  high-interest  indebtedness.  Good 
progress  is  being  made  on  strategies  to 
build  a  new  building  that  will  house  our 
gym  and  radio  station  facilities. 

So  FWBC  is  continuing  to  learn  and 
grow.  Pray  with  us  that  God  will  give  us 
the  wisdom  and  grace  we  need  to  do  well 
our  job  for  Him.

Of  special  interest  this  year  is  a  scholar- 
ship program  being  promoted  by  the  Indi- 
anapolis Area  Alumni  whereby  scholar- 
ships will  be  granted  to  worthy  students 
from  that  area.  A  fund-raising  banquet 
was  held  on  October  12  at  the  Holidome 
South  in  Indianapolis,  raising  over  $1300 
for  Indianapolis  area  students.  If  you  are 
interested  in  organizing  an  alumni  chap- 
ter in  your  area,  please  contact  the  Alumni 
Relations  office  and  we  will  be  happy  to 
assist  you.

Ministering  Through  Music: 
FWBC's  COMMON  BOND

For  most  college  students,  the  beginning 
of  summer  represents  a  time  of  change  and 
new  direction  from  the  academic  routine  of 
the  preceding  school  year.  For  many  it  is  a 
time  for  meeting  new  faces  and  working  at 
new  disciplines  other  than  those  found  in 
the  academic  world.  But  for  six  young  men 
at  FWBC,  those  days  following  final  exams 
meant  staying  here  on  campus  to  prepare 
themselves  for  an  exciting  summer  of  min- 
istry and  personal  growth.  These  six  young 
men  comprised  the  men's  quartet  known 
as  COMMON  BOND  which  travelled  for 
ten  weeks  during  the  summer,  ministering 
throughout  the  Midwest  with  their  music. 

Originally  formed  in  the  fall  of  1984,  as 
one  of  the  three  Christian  Service  Per- 
forming Groups,  COMMON  BOND  was 
invited  to  represent  Fort  Wayne  Bible  Col- 
lege at  church  camps,  youth  conventions, 
church  services,  and  prisons  from  June  1 
through  August  15.  Members  of  the  group 
include  Ted  Wilson,  Student  Director,  Kent 
Fahl,  Russ  lida,  and  Dann  Zehr  with  Scott 
Schindler  as  accompanist  and  Steve  Snyder 
as  sound  technician.

In  preparation  for  this  summer  minis- 
try, the  group  spent  countless  hours  in 
rehearsal  learning  new  songs  and  record- 
ing a  cassette  tape  containing  many  of 
their  musical  selections.  Ted  Wilson,  the 
student  director,  arranged  several  of  their 
selections  and  wrote  the  words  and  music 
for  "He  Cares  For  Me." 

A  highlight  of  the  summer  tour  was  a 
performance  at  the  Christian  Brotherhood 
Meeting  of  inmates  at  the  Indiana  Refor- 
matory. All  group  members  had  to  undergo 
a  security  check  weeks  before  the  sche- 
duled meeting.  Although  the  inmates  are 


not  permitted  to  take  an  offering,  the  fol- 
lowing comments  were  sent  back  to  the 
College:  "We  were  in  attendance  at  your 
presentation  as  you  blessed  'our  boys'.  We 
felt  we  wanted  to  share  a  little  in  your  fine 
efforts.  Enclosed  is  our  gift  from  our  Pri- 
son Ministry." 

Included  in  their  90  performances  and 
68  scheduled  places  were  services  in 
numerous  Missionary  Churches  through- 
out the  Midwest  and  Ontario,  Canada. 
One  Missionary  Church  pastor,  who  is 
also  a  FWBC  alumnus,  wrote:  "We  were 
pleased  to  have  them  at  our  church.  They 
presented  a  very  fine  program  that  was 
well  accepted  by  old  and  young  alike!  They 
represented  our  Lord  and  the  College  well!!!" 
The  pastor  also  added  that  because  of  the 
time  COMMON  BOND  spent  with  the 
youth  fellowship,  one  young  person  decided 
to  enroll  at  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  this 
fall. 

COMMON  BOND  was  also  invited  to 
participate  in  the  1985  General  Confer- 
ence of  the  Missionary  Church  in  Toronto 
and  the  Central  District's  Missionary  Youth 
Convention.  These  opportunities  provided 
COMMON  BOND  members  with  a  con- 
centrated time  of  ministry  and  interaction 
with  young  people  and  adults,  many  of 
whom  they  had  previously  met  during 
their  tour.  John  Hedegaard,  Director  of 
Home  Ministries  for  the  Missionary 
Church,  commented  regarding  their  min- 
istry at  General  Conference:  "To  me,  the 
team  exemplified  the  theme  of  the  Confer- 
ence —  'Serving  Together.'  They  did  their 
best  to  fit  into  the  overall  ministry  of  the 
Conference."

directly  attributable  to  His  grace.  God 
uses  His  people  in  an  amazing  way. 

Perhaps  a  brief  review  of  what  the  ac- 
creditation process  involves  will  explain 
the  significance  of  being  awarded  accredi- 
tation by  the  North  Central  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools. 

The  process  begins  with  an  examination 
and  evaluation  by  a  third  party  team  of 
the  entire  scope  of  the  FWBC  education 
system.  F'our  educators  from  other  mid- 
western  colleges  evaluated  our  faculty, 
staff,  students,  alumni,  administrators  and 
governors,  academic  programs,  cocurricu- 
lar  activities,  facilities,  management, 
finances  and  our  potential. 

Concurrently,  a  self-study  committee 
consisting  of  five  FWBC  faculty  members 
meticulously  examined  our  programs,  re- 
sources and  long  and  short  term  plans  and 
generated  a  self-study  report  to  be  reviewed 
by  the  accrediting  team. 

The  faculty  prepared  a  pattern  of  curric- 
ulum development  that  is  a  model  to  other 
colleges.  We  call  this  a  "managed  curricu- 
lum". It  is  composed  of  a  carefully  worded 
statement  of  the  College's  purpose  for  exist- 
ence. This  mission  statement  is  expanded 
into  an  institutional  philosophy,  which 
leads  to  "outcomes".  Outcomes  are  simply 
a  series  of  statements  describing  the  quali- 
ties and  capabilities  of  a  Bible  college 
graduate.  Beyond  these  institutional  out- 
comes are  the  philosophies  and  outcomes 
of  our  three  divisions,  the  division  of  Bibli- 
cal studies,  the  division  of  general  studies, 
and  the  division  of  professional  studies. 
Since  the  third  division  is  broken  down 
into  professional  programs,  each  of  these 
programs  listed  its  philosophy  and  out- 
comes. Finally  each  course  prepared  a  list 
of  outcomes  or  objectives  that  grew  out  of 
the  program,  divisional,  and  institutional 
statements.  Any  assignment,  lecture,  or 
cocurricular  activity  can  be  demonstrated 
to  be  a  significant  part  of  the  whole. 

The  staff  maintained  records  and  facili- 
ties and  provided  services  that  left  no 
question  about  our  abilities  to  operate  as  a 
creditable  institution.  The  students  dem- 
onstrated an  alertness,  a  commitment, 
and  a  level  of  competency  that  indicated 
an  ability  to  fulfill  the  mission  of  the  col- 
lege. The  alumni  were  proven  to  be  "com- 
mitted, concerned,  competent  servant- 
leaders",  and  finally  the  board  members 
demonstrated  an  unusual  level  of  leader- 
ship through  their  financial  support  and 
their  supervisory  involvement. 

In  the  middle  of  our  years  of  prepara- 
tion, the  Lord  lead  us  to  an  Old  Testament 
promise  stating  that  those  who  trust  in 
Him  would  see  amazing  things.  In  retro- 
spect, we  stand  amazed.  Accreditation  by 
God's  grace  is  a  reality! 


How  To  Give  A 
Gift  and  Save 
Taxes  This  Year 

We  may  be  conscious  of  our  stewardship 
throughout  the  year,  but  in  December,  it 
seems  hke  all  of  us  "take  inventory"  to 
make  sure  that  our  giving  has  been  com- 
plete, allowing  us  to  maximize  the  tax 
benefits  available  to  us. 

This  is  especially  important  this  year,  in 
light  of  the  tax  reform  legislation  propos- 
als made  by  both  the  President  and 
Congress. 

We  would  like  to  share  with  you  some 
additional  information  concerning  year-end 
gifts,  which  we  trust  you  will  find  to  be  of 
interest  and  value. 
Cash 

Cash  is  still  the  most  popular  way  to 
make  a  charitable  gift.  If  you  itemize  your 
deductions,  your  gifts  to  charity  will  reduce 
your  tax  bill.  Your  out-of-pocket  cost  will 
be  much  less  than  the  amount  of  your  gift. 

For  example,  if  you  are  in  a  30%  tax 
bracket  and  you  make  a  $2,000  charitable 
gift  before  December  31st,  you  may  deduct 
that  amount  from  your  taxable  income  for 
the  year,  and  your  taxes  next  April  will  be 
reduced  by  $600.  Or  .  .  . 
A  gift  of:  $  1,000  Costs  only:  $  700 
2,000  1,400 

3,000  2,100 

5,000  3,500 

10,000  7,400 

Gifts  of  cash  are  deductible  up  to  50'Ki  of 
your  adjusted  gross  income.  If  your  gift 
exceeds  the  50%  limit,  any  excess  can  be 
carried  over  and  deducted  for  up  to  five 
succeeding  years. 

If  you  do  not  itemize  deductions,  give 
consideration  to  doubling  your  charita- 
ble gifts  this  year.  Possibly  this  additional 
amount  will  place  you  in  a  position  to 
allow  you  to  itemize  your  deductions  this 
year,  and  next  year  file  the  short  form 
return. 

This  can  result  in  a  sizeable  tax  savings, 
even  for  individuals  who  normally  do  not 
itemize  their  returns. 

If  you  are  currently  filing  a  short  form 
federal  income  tax  return,  in  1985  you  can 
deduct  50'Ki  of  all  charitable  contributions, 
up  to  50'Ki  of  your  adjusted  gross  income. 
Gifts  Of  Appreciated  Property 

You  can  receive  an  additional  tax  sav- 
ings for  a  gift  of  property  you  have  owned 
for  more  than  six  months,  which  has 
increased  in  value. 

If  you  sold  this  property,  40'X)  of  the  long- 
term  capital  gains  would  be  taxable  to  you 
as  ordinary  income.  By  contributing  the 
property  to  charity,  you  can  completely 
avoid  this  tax,  and  still  deduct  the  full  fair 
market  value  of  the  property  for  your  char- 
itable gift. 

A  gift  of  appreciated  property  is  deduct- 
ible up  to  30%  of  adjusted  gross  income, 
with  a  carryover  of  the  excess  for  up  to  five 
years. 
Gifts  Of  Life  Insurance 

A  gift  of  life  insurance  is  another  unique 
way  to  contribute  to  charity.  You  can  pur- 
chase a  new  policy  on  your  life,  give 
ownership  of  the  policy  to  a  charitable 


organization,  and  claim  an  income  tax 
charitable  deduction  for  contributions  of 
the  premium  payments. 

Or,  you  can  donate  a  policy  you've  owned 
for  some  time  and  claim  as  a  deduction  its 
current  value  and  the  remaining  premium 
payments  as  you  make  them. 
Gifts  Of  Tangible  Personal  Property 

When  you  make  a  gift  of  tangible  per- 
sonal property  related  to  our  tax-exempt 
function,  you  may  deduct  the  fair  market 
value  of  the  property  without  paying  capi- 
tal gain  tax  on  appreciation,  providing  the 
property  is  long-term  capital  gain  property. 
Gifts  With  Retained  Benefits 

It  is  possible  for  you  to  make  a  contribu- 
tion to  charity  and  retain  the  income  from 
the  property  which  you  transfer.  And  you 
can  claim  an  income  tax  charitable  deduc- 
tion when  you  contribute  property,  even 
though  you  maintain  benefits  from  the 
property. 

A  gift  can  be  designed  to  meet  your 
income  needs,  as  well  as  provide  maxi- 
mum tax  benefits. 

Whether  the  property  is  stocks,  bonds  or 
real  estate,  or  even  your  personal  resi- 
dence or  farm,  by  guaranteeing  today  that 
property  will  be  available  to  charity  at 
your  death,  the  government  will  allow  you 
to  claim  an  income  tax  charitable  deduction. 

To  save  taxes,  alone,  is  not  a  reason  for 
you  to  make  a  gift  to  a  charitable  organi- 
zation. Very  seldom  can  you  make  a  gift 
and  have  more  money  left  after  making 
the  gift  than  you  had  before. 

But  you  give  as  a  part  of  your  lifestyle, 
your  personal  commitment.  And  you  give 
because  you  care  about  the  mission  of  Fort 
Wayne  Bible  College. 

Saving  taxes  is  only  a  consideration 
after  you  have  decided  to  make  a  gift.

The  scholarships  awarded  each  fall  at 
Fort  Wayne  Bible  College  mean  several 
things  to  the  students  who  receive  them.  It 
is  exciting  to  be  recognized  before  peers  for 
efforts  made  in  striving  toward  academic 
excellence  and  for  leadership  involvement 
in  the  campus  community.  It  is  just  as 
exciting  to  see  the  Lord  use  these  scholar- 
ships to  enable  these  students  to  continue 
pursuing  their  goals  of  growth  and  prepa- 
ration for  full-time  Christian  service. 

The  recognition  and  financial  support 
provided  by  scholarships  adds  up  to  en- 
couragement for  the  students  who  receive 
them.  They  know  the  people  who  gave 
generously  to  make  the  scholarships  pos- 
sible are  standing  behind  them  and  their 
abilities  to  meet  the  challenges  of  the 
future  as  they  seek  to  be  God's  instruments 
for  ministry. 

The  annual  Scholarship  Chapel  was 
held  on  October  9,  with  24  endowed  scho- 
larships awarded.  This  represents  five  ad- 
ditional endowed  scholarships  over  the 
number  presented  at  the  1984-85  Scholar- 
ship Chapel.  The  amount  of  dollars  awarded 
through  endowed  scholarships  for  1 985-86 
totaled  $11,525.00. 

In  addition,  the  P>iends  of  Fort  Wayne 
Bible  College  gave  15  scholarships. 

How  can  you  get  involved?  There 
are  three  ways. 

First,  you  can  establish  an  endowment 
at  Fort  Wayne  Bible  College.  The  earnings 
of  the  endowment  would  be  used  for  scho- 
larships.

The  Friends  of  FWBC 
continue  to  build  the  number  and  dollar 
amount  of  scholarships  they  award  each 
year.  They  presented  15  students  with 
$150  scholarships  at  the  1985-86  Scholar- 
ship Chapel,  an  increase  of  50  percent  over 
the  number  of  scholarships  awarded  in 
1984-85.  The  monies  for  the  Friends  scho- 
larships are  generated  through  their  annual 
membership  fee  of  $5-150  (full  scholarship). 

Third,  you  could  follow  the  example  of

Church  and  establish  a  church  scholar- 
ship fund  for  members  of  your  church  cur- 
rently attending  FWBC.
